Tells Us U. S. Boat Escaped From 


Meshes Off Coast. 


' [BY ASSOCIATED 1'BBSS.) 


Budapest, Hungary, Jan. 26.—Naval 
Lieutenant Wenninger, commander of. 
the German submarine U-17, wliich tor- 
pedoed the French steamer Graveline, 
gives the following description of how 
his submarine was caught in the net 
of an English boat off the east coast 
of-England and how under the most 
difficult circumstances, he : succeeded 
iri saving the boat and crew from cap- 
ture. .' 
' 
He said that they left 
their 
base 
early in the morning and passed into 
the North 'Sea, the • boat being under 
water with- the periscope -awash. "I 
looked through the periscope," he con- 
tinued; "and could see a red buoy be- 
hind my-boat. 
When .ten minutes 
later ] looked I saw the buoy again, 
still at the same distance behind us. I 
steered to the right and tdhen to the 
lett, but the buoy feept on following 
us. I descended deep into the water, 
but still saw the buoy floating on the 
surface above us. • At last I discovered 
steered to the: right and then to the 
b'uoy and that we were dragging it 
along with us.; At this time. I also saw 
through the periscope that a strange 
small- steamer was steering a course 
directly behind us and the buoy. 
At 
the same time my sounding apparatus 
indicated that a screw steamer was In 
the vicinity'. 
Observation revealed 
that five enemy torpedo boats were ap- 
proaching from the north. I increased 
the speed of 'the boat in the expecta- 
tion of being able to attack one of 
them. The five torpedo-boats arrang- 
ed themselves in a circle. I sank still 
deeper and got ready for eventualities, 
"At this juncture my boat began to 
roll In a most incomprehensible man- 
ner. 
We began to rise arid sink alter- 
nately, the steering n;ear being appar- 
ently out of order. Soon afterwards, I 
discovered that we had encountered a 
wire netting and were hopelessly'en- 
tangled in it. We had, in fact, got into 
the net of one of the hunters surround- 
ing us. 


"For an hour and a half the netting 
carried us with it, and although I made 
every effort to get clear of it, it seem- 
ed impossible.

While the cotton trade and its fol- 


lowing of speculators have been wor- 
rying about the falling off. in exports 
the United States has been steadily 
consuming its own cotton crop in in- 
creasing totals. 


Perhaps there is no more illumi- 


nating example of the prosperity this 
land of peace is enjoying than the cot- 
ton consumption figures just issued 
by the Census Bureau at Washington 
which show 554,725 bales of lint cot- 
ton absorbed by our mills last month, 
a record for 'December. This is over 
100,000 bales more than in the corre- 
sponding- month in 1914, and compares 
with 456,262 bales for December, 1912. 


This forecasts a total home con- 


sumption for 
7,200,000 and 


the season of between 
,500,000 bales of cotton 


out of a. crop of approximately 11,200,- 
000 bales. It. means that while all the 
world Is demanding our cotton at 
greatly enhanced prices, we are con- 
suming it ourselves. The cotton mills 
throughout the country are humming 
and advices' from all trade centers in- 
dicate increasing orders. 


Not. only is the current rate of con- 


sumption over 19 per cent ahead of 
what it. was a year ago, but the trade 
expects that January and February 
will show record totals in the matter 
of mill consumption.

A DOCTOR'S 


The family doctor comes in for his 
share ot abuse from the public rather 
conspicuously these days of special- 
ization, and though he may deserve 
much of the criticism 
heaped 
upon 
him, assuredly be does not deserve it 
all. 


'"Unfortunately the average 
patient 
expects the family physician to di- 
vine much that the specialist learns 
through 
many 
routine 
laboratory 
tests. Somehow a patient is willing 
to have any sort of examination 
or 
test, the specialist suggests, regard- 
leas ot expense; not so when the 
family doctor 
requires 
such 
help. 


"Unless the latter can satisfy the pa- 
tient that the test is likely to dis- 
close important facts bearing upon 
the diagnosis and treatment 
of 
the 


condition, it is scarcely tactful to re- 
quest the patient to have the test 
made. We have 
cited instances 
in 
this column; 
any 
family physician 
could quote similar instances. 


Some one asked us recently to de- 
fine an "internist." 
'(t was a difficult 
query to answer. 
An internist is ii 
general practitioner o! medicine who 
can and does persuade al lof his pa- 
tients to undergo whatever scientific 
tests or examinations he may 
deem 


helpful in the diagnosis of the case. 
Often enough the internist, with the 
aid ot his corps of laboratory work- 
ers and special assistants, hits upon a 
diagnosis which, has naturally baffled 
the family doctor.
